The tree-bordered, gray stone walk 


which brings yon to Daibute wns skill- 
fully contrived so that, .without any 
previous glimpses, a sudden step brought 
us full into the presence of his bronV.c 
majesty, in the very spot where ho has 
rested immobile for over GOO years. He 
loomed np right before us, a collossal 
figure of Buddha, represented sitting, 
oriental fashion, on a tremendous gnm- 
ile. platform. 
His great hands were 


lying palm up on his enormous lap and 
the sitting posture and the'inadequate- 
ly low pedestal made the figure look so 
ilisportiomitely broad that it was at .first 
ililliniilt to realize its height, liut n. 
glance at the surrounding trees and 
buildings, over which it towers, and the 
feeling of being microscopically minute 
which crept over us, soon brought us to 
the sense of its size. It bears a- strong 
family likeness to all other images of 
JJuddlia, but its proportions render if, 
unusually impressive, for while the 
non-superstitious American'mind can 
rise, superior to the toy idols of the 
mantelpiece, a god forty-four foot high 
anil eighty-seven in circumference, with 
an eight.-and-a-half-foot face, a thirty- 
four foot knee and a thumb three and a 
half feet in circumference, is not to bo 
sneezed at. Huge earrings and a close, 
lilting, bead-like head-dress give it 
rather an Egyptian air. There is u 
legend that the god was ordered by a 
pious Km press, of Japan, who com- 
manded contributions of copper coin 
from all the faithful 
and • received 


enough to melt over into this im- 
mense image. We. were struck at ouce 
by tlie discolored appearance of tho 
bronze, which is gray, mottled and 
weathcrbeaten 
from "the suns and 


storms of six centuries, and then 
by 
the 
wonderful 
expression 
of 


the figure, 
which is 
the embodi- 


ment of majestic repose. It is some- 
how more natural to look to the texture 
than to the meaning of any oriental 
worl^of art, and their intelligent ex- 
pression of an idea was always a sur- 
prise. In our lordly way we expected 
skill rather than ideas from them, but 
acquaintance with them very soon 
changed that misconception. Like all 
images of Buddha, Daibutz pays study. 
It is artistically valuable as the almost 
perfect expression of a grand idea—the 
idea of a divine repose. There is noth- 
ing dull in its immobility, yet uothino- 
sphinx-like behind its serenity; no rii£ 


I die to unravel or to vex you. It is 


simply the perfection of philosophy—a 
passionless calm. It is the perfect de- 
velopment and perfect gratification of 
all the faculties; the consequent ab- 
sence of desire or unrest. Those who 
study and lovo it fancy that the spell of 
its quiet serenity descends upon them 
and lills them, like hasheesh or the lo- 
tus, with a sense of perfect peace. Our 
merry crowd were each and all just a 
lilllc touched by the grand old god, 
and 


before we left, we had mutually 
con- 


fessed feelings of respect and luimira- 
l.iuii for him and nnanimouslv resolved 
that he should adorn our parlors were 
ho only a few degrees smaller. 
We 


were, then shown to a small dark door, 
which l>'d (for 
the image is utterly

low) 
into its very bosom, which is lilted

"WATCH THE BOX.' 


The 6:20 evening train, Xo. 39, was 


over an hour hit a that night. 
Cause 


enough,- Heaven knows. 
For twelve 
hours the storm had raged and now in- 
stead of. showing- any signs of breaking 
the rain came down in torrents from 
the inky sky and the thunder rolled 
orninouslv overhead. 
A bad storm to 


drive an engine through, as anybody 
would have known ana the wonder is 
that No. 39 was not three hours late in- 
stead of .one. Old Duke Granger, the 
trustiest, nerviest engineer on the road, 
rounded the curve just below Red Ra- 
vine station at twenty-six minutes past 
seven. 1 breathed a sigh of relief when 
I saw the headlight cut a hole in the 
darkness. The station bridge might 
have given away in a storm like that 
and I'was beginning to get nervous 
over this thought. 
Somehow everything made me nerv- 


ous that night. It was just the kind of 
weather when things look all out of 
gear, any way. 
Then, I suppose, the knowledge of 


that money package being due and fail- 
ing to come on the 11:30, as it should 
have done, had its effect on me. I didn't 
relish the idea of keeping 813,000 in 
cash until the next day.

miles, and in such a storm as this 
" 
'"I'll wait until to-morrow," inter- 
rupted: the stranger. "There is some 
sort of a hotel here, isn't there?" 


"Yes, 
a good one. You'll have to 


foot it, though; but it's only a matter of a 
quarter of a mile, and you can't miss 
your way, for the road up the hill leads 
straight to the house." 


.Here I made my way out to the plat- 


form again and made my way on the 
express car where the money package, 
which all along I had secretly hoped 
•wouldn't come, was delivered to me by 
the messenger. As he gave it to me he 
said: " You'll want to keep a sharp eye 
on that, Bilry. There's enough in it to 
rSake one of your Red Raviners put a 
bnllet through your head and never 
give you the chance to object." 


"I'll look out for the Red Raviners 


and the package, too," said 1, confi- 
dently enough. But if the truth had been 
told 1 didn't like the suggestion which 
the messenger had made. 


The train moved off quickly and I 


swung my lantern, as was my habit, by 
way of bidding good night to Luk 
Granger. 
Then I went into the sta- 
tion house with the. little package 
clutched tightly under my rubber coat, 
expecting to find the man there who 
had come on with the body. But ho 
had gone, being anxious, no doubt, to 
get to the hotel as quickly as possible. 
No. 39 was the last train which stopped 
at Red Ravine until 6:10 the next morn- 
ing. 
So my work for the night was 


done and I had only to lock up the 
doors, see that things were all right 
about the place and sir. down to my 
newspaper in the little room which 
served as my sleeping quarters. 


Twenty years had passed since I first 


found myself installed at Red Ravine 
as telegraph operator in the railway 
station. Being content with the hum- 
drum sort of life and faithful to my du- 
ties, I had come by degrees to «,' tend 
to all the work which the place re- 
quired. 
That is, I was the tioket 
agent, baggage-master and keeper of 
the station, besides acting for the ex- 
press company and continuing my 
charge of the telegraph key. 
These 


combined labors made it pretty close 
work for me, but they all yielded a very 
comfortable income; an,I ns I was 
troubled with no.unsr.1isnr.vl ambitions. 
I counted myself well fixed. As 1 have 
intimated, 1 slept in the station, partly 
to keep guard on the company's prop- 
erty and partly from choice; being :i 
bachelor and without kin, 1 hail noth- 
ing to attract me; elsewhere. My duties 
had grown a part of second nature and 
I had lived in the little town so long 
that the younger generation had come 
to speak of me as " Old Bill}*." 
That 


was. I suppose, because my hair wa3 
getting gray and my joints n little stiff. 
The lied-Ravine station was a wooden 
building, about, forty feet long and 
twenty feet wide. ' It was divided into 
two compartments, the larger ono be- 
ing for freight and baggage and the 
smaller one lor passengers. 
My own 


little room was only a piece partitioned 
.off from the freight quarter, and ten 
feet square and connected by a door 
with a box of an ollico in tho passen- 
ger's room, which served both for sell- 
ing tickets and holding the telegraph 
key. In this latter department, also, 
was placed the old-fashioned iron safe, 
in which I locked up my valuable ex- 
press packages when any happened to 
come to Red Ravine.

said. My pipe didn't soothe me as was 
its wont;'try as I might I couldn't get 
interested in the newspaper; an uncom- 
fortable feeling of dread—ti feeling that 
some shadowy but horrible thing was 
about to happen—possessed my mind 
and even when I had mixed up a toddy 
considerable stronger tlum usual it 
failed to bring the relief I had hoped 
for. "It all comes o: thai pesky money 
package,'' I muttered to myself. "Why 
couldn't it have got here on the 11:30 
and saved mo the job of keeping it here 
over night?" 


.Just at this moment came a terrific 


clap of thunder and a flash of lightning 
vivid enough to make the lamp dim. I 
had locked up the package in the safe 
and put the key—there was no combi- 
nation look—iu my packet. But I had 
not the largest faith in the security of 
the rilil safe. 
It had occurred to mo 


oflcn Ihat M person could open it even 
if he wasn't a .skillful cracksman. 
It 


was rnv custom to leave my door open 
between my little room and the ticket 
ollicc, so thai if Rod Ravine was called 
on the telegraph key I could hear it. 
The inslrumont had been clicking away 
at a great rain for the past hour; but as 
it was none of my business I had paid 
no attention lo what was going on ovo1.' 
the wires. 
I judged now from the 


nearness of the lightning and tho jerky 
Bounds of the instrument that the storm 
was [.>l;iyinv; t i n - mischief with t!io mes- 
sages. 
1 passed into the. lii.'kct ollice, 


where a light sv;is left hunting, and 
sloi.'il for some lime thinking whether 
thf iv.onoy p:u'k:iov would be less ex- 
pos^il in the safe than il would bo under 
the mattivss of my bed. and I finally 
com-liiileil that the lallcr place would 
be hardest for any possible thief to 
reach. So i took out the heavy brown 
envelope and stowed it away under tho 
mattress. Then 1. took a second glass 
of toddy, which w:is usually against my 
rule, but which I thought the circum- 
stances warranted. 


Once more I sat down to my news- 


paper and pipe, but with no belter suc- 
cess than before. 
The storm seemed 


nowto have centered right over the little 
station. 
Peal after peal of thunder rent 


the air and the lightning played about 
the sky like phosphorus on an inky 
background. 
If you have ever chanced 


to belli a telegraph ollice during a thun- 
der storm, you may have seen the elec- 
tricity dash down the wires in a way to 
make timid people nervous. Even vet- 
eran operators, like myself, wouldn't 
want to mulei'lnkc to receive that sort of 
message. 1 wa's tempted to close the key, 
but the meaningless ticking had a sort 
of fascination for inc. in the mood I then 
was. It was like tho incoherent mut- 
terings of a maniac whore now and 
then, at long intervals only, could one 
distinguish a word or sentence. Maybe 
the extra allowunc* of toddy had made 
me more imaginative than usual, and 
givou a weird coloring to my thoughts; 
for listening to the rapid click-click, I 
remember of fancying that some spirit- 
hand had got hold of tho key and was 
pouring out a wail of woo over the 
wires. 


I was too restless to sit still and too 


nervous to go .to bed. Besides, oven if 
1 hadn't been so upset in my mind, it is 
doubtful whether I could' have slept 
through such a storm as that. 


To occupy myself about something I 


relighted my lantern, wont into the 
freight room.'examined again tho bolts 
of the doors and the fastenings of the 
windows and vntiirned to tha room 
more worried and upset tlum over. Just 
us I was oiitenuj? my own nest tho light, 
of the lantern fell squarely on the wood- 
en box. 
Oddily enough, until that mo- 


ment 1 had forgotten all about the dead 
young woman. Thinking so steadily of 
the 81H,000 bad, I suppose, driven the 
box out ot. mind. But I euii't say it was 
any comfort to have, it brought back 
now: 
for a corpse is never the most 


cheerful of company, uud, feeling as I 
did then, I would a great deal rather 
have had no company at all. 


It must have been the imp of the per- 


verse, I suppose, that impelled me, afttr 
the box had been brought back to my 
mind, to leave tho door open so that I 
could sit and stare at it with morbid 
curiosity! As "f have already said, my 
sleeping apartment was partitioned on" 
from the freight room and was connected 
with the latter by a door. Tho body had 
been placed in such a position that when 
this door was upon tho liead of the box 
was in sight. Two or three times I got

I caught 
my hand trembling as I tried to relill 
my pipe. Nervousness, no doubt; but 
possibly an observer might have thought 
old Billy was frightened. 


I had just risen to wind tho littlo clock 


on the shelf, when suddenly out of tho 


ghostly voice. 
Then again, broke out 


the jargon of sound that turned the 
clicking into meaningless confusion. 
I sprang up from the table and with 
the now strengthened conviction that it 
was no delusion, no fancy, but that the 
sound had come plainly over the wires 
I felt my courage returning and resolved 
to heed tho mysterious warning. The 
rolling of the thunder and the mad roar 
of the storm no longer depressed me. I 
stepped boldly back into my own room 
and rested my e3'es unflinchingly on 
the mysterious box. 
What was its 


mysterious freight? Why had the phan- 
tom of the storm sent those startling 
words over the wires? What unknown 
hand had reached out from the very 
lightning itself to warn me of some im- 
pending danger? These questions rushed 
through my mind as I felt the dread 
fear disappearing and found myself of 
a sudden growing strangely calm. 


The clock struck ten. I turned to 


the shelf and with a hand that no loDu-er 
trembled inserted the key and wound 
it composedly. 
Would it be the last 


time that I should perform that simple 
task? No matter. Happier than most 
men, because content with my humble 
lot, it should never be said that old Billy 
flinched in tho face of duty. For that 
night it was my duty—my one sacred, 
all-important duty—to guard UK; treas- 
ure left to my keeping. And guard it 
1 would while life remained. 
When I had finished winding the clock 


I took down from the shelf an old r.isl.y 
pistol which had lain for years undis- 
turbed. It was not loaded, nor hail i 
either powder or bullet anywhere iu the 
station.

oughly myself again 1 found it easy 
enough to shut out the sight of that om- 
inous oblong box.

—that is eleven—that I made up my mind 
to go to bed. AH that time the storm 
held on, although the thunder had be- 
gan to rumble more distantly. 1 threw 
off my 
coat and slippers, put out 
the light in the ticket ollice and turned 
that in my sleeping room down to a low 
flame. Then I drew the money package 
from under the mattress ami pinned it 
securely to my woolen shirt under my 
vest. This done, and the table so placed 
that I could reach both the lamp and 
the pistol, 1 opened the door into the 
freight room some three or four inches 
and then threw myself upon the bed.

They had boon 
at, work li.it u few minutes, when thc 
pivinonilory symptoms of a coming 
cave, such as the. creaking of liiulxu-s 
anil falling of sina.ll pieces of rook, told 
the workers in language not to be dis- 
regartlctl that it was time to sock safer 
quarters. Thoy were not slow to obey 
the warnings, immeiliatcly withdrawing- 
from the point of danger, preserving 
their communication with tlie shaft, 
la 


wit hdrawinjr they were not forgetful of 
Noce, shouting to him to got out of dan- 
ger's way. lie, however, not having 
observed" the premonitions of the ap- 
proaching disaster, did 
not realize 


the nature of thc impending trouble. 
Tho cries 
of

comrades 
con- 


veyed the. idea, that something 
was 


wrong, nnd he retreated towaraa the 
face of the tunnel. 
No sooner hud ho 


got out of the way thqn the crash came. 
One half of the ledge next to the hang- 
ing wall came clown with a thundering 
sound, crushing the heavy timbers like 
match sticks, tho cave involving about 
thirty feet along the ledge, rearing 
an effectual barrier between Noce and 
his comrades and liberty.

long before the awful nature of his situa- 
tion dawned upon Noco.

'The richness 
ami elegance ofthe foliage ami the droop- 
ing or trailing habit of this plant are 
qualifications it possesses, retnlerino- it 
eminently serviceable for baskets 1i.nl 
vases. 
One plant, is enough for a basket, 


bill, except in rare eases, il will require 
more time than is all'ordcd the lirst season 
to show in its best condition. 
The plant 


is easily kept over winter, and the second 
season, if aUention is given by the use 
of manure-water to sustain it, tliu growth 
will be exuberant. 
There are now so 


many varieties of this plant that one has 
the opportunity to indulge his taste in 
selection; there are golden yellow-leaved 
ones, bronze, green with white margin, 
and one.
